Currently being evaluated by Department crowd control subject matter experts at 
Metropolitan Division. 
= Once developed, shield training will be implemented in the remaining 
Mobile Field Force classes. 
A training video is being developed that will be viewed by Department personnel 
that did not attend the shield training. 
1,000 shields purchased. 
= Expected to receive the shields during the week of 10/26/2020 to 
10/30/2020. 
Shields will be available and ready for use by trained Department personnel by 
11/03/2020.
